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Ground breaking held for RRWA project

“We are open for busi¬ 
ness in Powell County, 
Kentucky.” Those were 
the words of the Red 
River Wastewater 
Authority’s first and only 
chairman, John Brewer 
at the ground breaking 
ceremony held in Stanton 
last Friday 

With Governor Steve 
Beshear and Congressman 
Ben Chandler in atten¬ 
dance, Brewer called the 
new regional sewer plant 
project the “poster child 
of a regional concept for 
the state.” 

Gov. Beshear praised 
the efforts of Brewer and 
the community’s leaders 
to enable the project to 
become a reality. “When 
I first took office in 2007, 
my friend John Brewer 
was there to see me and 
tell me we got to get it 
done because it means so 
much to this community,” 


Beshear said. “The two 
mayors, (Dale) Allen is a 
Democrat and (Jimmy) 
Caudill is a Republican. 
But they didn’t let that 
get in the way. It was 
a Powell County issue, a 
Kentucky issue and they 
worked together with 
several county judges 
to get it done.” Beshear 
praised current county 
judge executive James 
Anderson, as well as Judy 
Potts, the late Jim Potts 
and Darren Farmer. 

The need for the new 
sewer plant was obvious 
back in 2002 when the 
two communities’ leaders, 
along with the county’s 
elected officials decide 
to go together. The state 
had place Powell County 
on restrictions due to the 
sewer problems. Limited 
sewer tap-on and sewer 
extension bans were levied 
by the Commonwealth’s 
Energy and Environment 
Cabinet. Residential 
and especially economic

growth almost came to a 
standstill. 

The project is estimat¬ 
ed to cost $13.1 million. 
“It will include a sewer 
plant that will have 
a capacity of twice the 
combined capacity of the 
two existing treatment 
plants and would permit 
the resumption of growth 
and economic expansion,” 
Don Hassell, the former 
interim manager of the 
RRWA told the crowd at 
the Powell County Middle 
School. “One new plant 
is better than two new 
plants. They were both 
having the same issues.” 

The plans also call for 
a 12-inch diameter pres¬ 
sure sewer line that will 
run nearly five miles 
between Clay City and 
Stanton. That will enable 
the wastewater from the 
Clay City area to go to the

Council approves bids for sidewalks and park 



Missing four year old 
found near 
Mountain Parkway

The Stanton City 
Council passed the res¬ 
taurant tax a couple of 
years ago, despite some 
people disliking the idea. 
Since then they have used 
the proceeds to improve 
the city park. At last 
Thursday’s council meet¬ 
ing the council decided to 
continue that trend. 

By a unanimous vote 
the council approved a 
bid to completely recon¬ 
struct the park’s entrance 
and work on a roadway 
beside the Little League 
field. The company win¬ 
ning the bid also won the 
bid to put in a sidewalk 
on West Railroad Street. 

The council approved 
the bids by Smith 
Brothers for both proj¬ 
ects. The money for the 
park work will be coming 
from the restaurant tax, 
while the money for the 
sidewalk comes primar¬ 
ily from a Safe Route to 


Schools Grant. 

The sidewalk project 
was one that Mayor Dale 
Allen had applied for 
grants at least on three 
previous occasions. The 
frequently used street is 
a major pedestrian thor¬ 
oughfare for children 
who walk to school on the 
west side of town. Several 
neighborhoods and at 
least one apartment com¬ 


plex line the way. 

The winning bid for that 
project by Smith Brothers 
was for $210,656.74. 
According to the engineer 
for the project, Blake 
Adams, the next lowest 
bid was $12,000 higher. 
“This is something we 
have needed for a long 
time,” Allen said. “But 
we have to wait on the 
bridge. The state inspec¬ 


tor who looked at it the 
first time come back and 
found a more serious ero¬ 
sion problem. So he sug¬ 
gested we wait until July, 
with the new fiscal year 
the state will have more 
money available for such 
projects, and we can do it

A Clay City woman is 
facing charges after a 
child left in her care ended 
up nearly a mile away on 
a busy highway, during a 
busy time of day. Police 
have charged Charlene T. 
Reeves with endangering 
the welfare of a minor. 

Officers were called to 
search for a missing four 
year old around 4 p.m. last 
Tuesday after Reeves said 
her family had spent 40 
minutes looking. Reeves 
allegedly told authorities 
that she had left the child 
unattended in the back 
yard of her residence as 
she had to go to the bath¬ 
room. Her apartment is 
located near Rick’s Music 
on Highway 15, also 
known as Main Street, 
in Clay City. Reeves was 
supposed to be watching 
the child for the child’s 


parents. 

Reeves apparently told 
police that she had taken 
one-half of a Neurontin 
pill. However, police say 
that the medication was 
not prescribed for her. 
According to internet 
sources, Neurontin is used 
to treat seizures and also 
for diabetic nephropathy 
pain, as well as pain from 
shingles. 

The search for the child 
ended rather quickly when 
the child was reportedly 
found at the Hardwick’s 
Creek exit near the 
Mountain Parkway. The 
child had suffered a cut 
on the foot and was treat¬ 
ed by a Powell EMS crew. 

The Powell County 
Sheriff’s Department 
and Stanton Police 
Department responded 
to the call. Reeves was 
arrested and placed in the 
Powell County Detention 
Center. 


Holy Land trip a blessing and chance of a lifetime for musician

The trip of a lifetime has 
become the memory of a 
lifetime for Scott Napier. 
Napier, from Clay City, 
was part of the Mike Scott 
and the Nashville Band 
that played at the Jacob’s 
Ladder Music Festival in 
Israel last month. In fact, 
the Bluegrass band was 
the representative for 
American music at the 
festival this year. 

It was an experience he 
likes to share and one he 
will never forget. 

“We were well received 
and it is a beautiful coun¬ 
try,” Napier said after he 
returned. “It was estimat¬ 
ed that some 4,600 peo¬ 
ple were at our show. We 
participated in a square 
dance, it was a huge 
crowd but they were pre¬ 



pared for us. The crowd 
knew the tunes.” 

In fact the band had 
a lot of fun while there. 
“We got to perform with a 
gypsy jazz band,” Napier 
recalled. “Many of the 
people and artists may 
not have spoken English, 
but we could speak to each 
other through music.” 

Napier did find a few 
things that he marveled 
at. 

“Over there Christianity 
is a big time minority. 
Most of the Christians 
there were tourists,” he 
said. “But despite being 
so close to the border 
and with all the talk you 
hear about the trouble 
there, the music festival 
was peaceful and nice. 
We were near the Sea 
of Galilee and it almost 
looks like its man made, 
but its not. It’s in the 
middle of the desert and 
is a huge vacation spot for 
Israelis.” 


He also noticed that 
everything in the country 
seems to revolve around 


religion. “Their discipline, 
clothes, food and even the 
times of day they pray 


revolves around their reli¬ 
gion there,” Napier noted. 

He also took some time 
to do a little sight-seeing. 
He visited the Western 
Wall, the Garden Tomb 
and even a temple at 
Capernaum. He even 
got to see the Garden of 
Gethsemane and what 
is supposed to be the 
remains of the Apostle 
Peter mother’s house. 

“When you tour 
Jerusalem there are seven 
points they take you to 
that relates to Jesus. I got 
goose bumps. The histori¬ 
cal part of Israel is amaz¬ 
ing and really shows how 
young America really is 
when you compare the 
history,” Napier said. “The 
Jordan River, I got in it. 
When you read the Bible 
stories or hear about 
them, then go there and 
see the places, it brings 
it to life. In actuality it 
looks like the areas really 
have not changed much 


over 2,000 years. I’d say 
visiting there will change 
you; it gives you a 3D 
effect of Christianity. It’s 
amazing.” 

He also noticed that the 
people there have adjust¬ 
ed the ancient sites to 
be modern too. But that 
some things are pretty 
much the same as it has 
always been. 

“Everything is local. 
The food used in res¬ 
taurants or at stores is 
locally grown, they are 
just now starting to use 
bottled water,” he stated. 
“What we are trying to 
get back to (going green 
or organic) they have 
never left.” 

Napier also noticed one 
big important lesson. “The 
human nature of people 
is the same around the 
world. Music transverses 
through language barri¬ 
ers,” he said. “It was a trip 
I loved and I would love 
to go back there again.”

new sewer plant. 

According to a press 
release from the gover¬ 
nor's office, “More spe¬ 
cifically, the funding will 
go toward the expan¬ 
sion and upgrade of the 
existing Stanton waste- 
water treatment plant, 
the installation of a new 
pump station in Clay 
City, the installation of 
a force main to handle 
pumping sewage from 
Clay City to Stanton, and 
the construction of a an 
administrative laborato¬ 
ry and electrical building 
at the Stanton plant site. 
Both cities will continue 
to own and operate their 
respective sewage collec¬ 
tion systems.” 

“Of the $13 million 
five of every eight dol¬ 
lars comes from state 
or federal grant monies. 
That is 62.5 percent of 
the funding. The other 
three-fifths or 37.5 per¬ 
cent comes from a long 
term, low interest loan. 
We've had strong support 
from both the federal and 
state levels,” Hassall said. 
“Soon we will be ready 
for economic growth and 
capacity for growth in 
this community,”_ 


“We are not here just 
for a new treatment cen¬ 
ter today,” Gov. Beshear 
said. “We are here for the 
future of Powell County 
the surrounding region.” 
Beshear told the crowd 
that the way the commu¬ 
nity came together was 
remarkable and it helped 
the area in three areas. 

“First the wastewater 
service will improve and 
affect 1,500 households 
and 212 commercial prop¬ 
erties. Second the inade¬ 
quacies of the wastewater 
situation here are being 
addressed and third, the 
region is now open for 
new and expanded oppor¬ 
tunities,” Beshear said. 
“We can gear up, use the 
infrastructure and create 
more jobs now for our 
people.” 

“The way this proj¬ 
ect has been handled 
shows us that when we 
work together we can do 
anything we want to,” 
Beshear added. “Nothing 
good comes from being 
separate. Powell County 
overcame turf and even 
traditional problems to 
get this accomplished. 
Don’t stop with just this 
project. The next step is 
getting more jobs and 


Fiscal court handling 
issues, insurance and 
garbage are next

The Powell County 
Fiscal Court held their 
regular meeting last 
Tuesday night. A couple 
of items had to be tabled 
because it seemed that 
the court was not ready to 
move forward on the gar¬ 
bage contract or a change 
in policies. 

The court will also be 
holding a couple of special 
meetings to deal with the 
county employees health 
insurance. The current 
plan runs out at the end 
of the month. 

Over the weekend the 
Times was made aware 
that the county employ¬ 
ees health insurance con¬ 
tract would run out at the 
end of June. A few of the 
messages received were 
concerned that the health 
insurance coverage could 
possibly lapse. 

Anderson told the Times 
on Monday that a new 
contract would be in place 
by July 1. 

"Our agent will bid it out 
and we'll have to have a 
couple of meetings before 
the first of the month," 
Anderson said. "No need 
to be concerned." 

The meetings will have 
to be held and the con¬ 
tract in place by July 1. 

At the meeting Brian 
Wainscott, the presi¬ 
dent of BERT, Bluegrass 
Emergency Response 
Team, was present to 
inform the court of what 
their team did. 

The group is a region¬ 
al response team serv¬ 
ing Bourbon, Clark, 
Estill, Garrard, Fayette, 
Harrison, Jessamine, 
Madison, Nicholas, Powell 
and Woodford counties. 
He explained that if a 
large incident was to hap¬ 
pen in the county and our 
county did not have the 
man power to work the 
incident they will send 
a team in to assist the 
county with the incident. 

The team went to West 
Liberty on March 2 imme¬ 
diately following a devas¬ 
tating EF-4 twister which 
devastated the area. They 
assisted with search and 
rescue efforts. 

Wainscott explained 
that the service to the 
county cost only four 
cents per taxpayer per 
year. According to Powell 
County Emergency 
Management Assistant 
Director Mike Sparks, 
that would run the county 
about $2,600 per year. The 


businesses here. The 
same type of partnership 
to make this happen can 
make it happen again.

“The collaboration on 
this project by so many 
people shows how impor¬ 
tant the issue was and 
what you as a commu¬ 
nity were willing to do to 
achieve it,” Congressman 
Ben Chandler (Sixth 
District-D) told the crowd.

“So 
many people have gave up 
something extra, whether 
it was easements or we 
many have to wait a little 
while on the bluff as the 
work continues, but this 
is an awesome thing,” 
Allen said. “Without the 
cooperation our county 
and community would 
be dead in the water,” 
Caudill stated. “It was 
good to work together to 
see this happen.”

dren about the Internet 
and how to stay safe 
online. 

“A survey of 10 to 17- 
year-olds by the Pew 
Research Center and 
National Center for 
Missing and Exploited 
Children showed that 34 
percent had posted their 
real names, telephone 
numbers, home addresses, 
or names of their schools 
online,” General Conway 
said. “The Internet is a 
wonderful tool but it can 
also be a tool for crime. 
Parents need to monitor 
their child’s online activi¬ 
ties and remind children 
and teens to think before 
they post and to never 
arrange in person meet¬ 
ings with someone they 
have met online.” 

Since taking office in 
January of 2008, Attorney 
General Conway and 
his staff have presented 
educational cyber safety 
programs to more than 
52,000 students and par¬ 
ents across Kentucky to 
help them realize the 
dangers that exist online. 

General Conway 
has also cracked down 
on Internet predators 
and child pornography 
through his Cybercrimes 
Unit. Since its creation 
in June of 2008, the unit 
has launched nearly 270 
child pornography inves¬ 
tigations and seized more 
than 300,000 child por¬ 


nographic images and 
videos from the Internet. 
The Cybercrimes Unit 
is also a member of the 
Internet Crimes Against 
Children Task Force. 

Attorney General 
Conway asks parents to 
follow these simple steps 
to help keep their kids 
safe this summer and 
throughout the year. 

Online Safety 
Checklist: 

• “Google your children 
(and yourself) often for 
your child’s contact infor¬ 
mation. It can help you 
spot ways in which your 
child’s personal informa¬ 
tion may be exposed to 
strangers online or could 
be an early detection 
system for cyberbullying 
posts. 

• Keep the computer 
in a family room, kitchen 
or open area, NOT in a 
child’s bedroom. 

• Teach your children 
they should never meet 
an online friend in per¬ 
son unless you are with 
them. 

• Find out what email 
and instant messaging 
accounts they have and 
ask them for their pass¬ 
words for those accounts. 

• Teach your children 
about the dangers of cell 
phone cameras and how 
they may be used against 
them. Cell phone images 
can be easily downloaded, 
altered and exploited on 
the Internet. 

• Consider installing 
monitoring and filter¬ 
ing software. Check for 
free downloads at www. 
safefamilies.com or www. 
K9 webprotection. com. 

Texting/Cyberbullying 

The following are 
important tips from 
the National Center for 
Missing & Exploited 
Children (NCMEC) 
regarding texting and 
cyberbullying. 


• Never respond to 
harassing or rude com¬ 
ments. 

• Save or print the evi¬ 
dence. 

• Talk to your parents 
or guardian if you are 
harassed and get help 
reporting this to your 
ISP, school, or local law 
enforcement if you feel 
threatened. 

• Report anyone you 
don't know who asks for 
your personal informa¬ 
tion, photos, or videos. 

• Report inappropriate 
or obscene material from 
people or companies you 
don't know. 

Tips To Prevent 
Sexting 

• Think about the 
consequences of taking, 
sending or forwarding a 
sexual picture of someone 
underage, even if it’s of 
you. 

• Never take images of 
yourself that you wouldn’t 
want everyone—your 
classmates, teachers, fam¬ 
ily or employers to see. 

• Before hitting send, 
remember that you can’t 
control where this image 
may travel. 

• If you forward a 
sexual picture of some¬ 
one underage, you are as 
responsible for this image 
as the original sender. 
You could face pornogra¬ 
phy charges, go to jail and 
have to register as a sex 
offender. 

• Report any nude pic¬ 
tures you receive on your 
cell phone to an adult you 
trust.

Editorial: 

All ideas in bad situations need to 


at least be explored 


Though a newspaper tries to provide 
a representative look at the community, 
it appears that there seem to be more 
"bad" news than "good" news. In fact we 
try to place a "good news" item on each 
week's front page to try to balance out 
the coverage. But the negative things 
that reflect a small portion of the com¬ 
munity seems to take center stage most 
weeks. 

So it was refreshing to hear positive 
and reassuring things come out of the 
Clay City Council meeting this past 
Monday evening. 

The Clay City Volunteer Fire 
Department has been in turmoil for over 
a year now. Or at least that would be the 
perception. Their chief is currently in 
the court system facing several charges 
and reports of infighting have surfaced. 
Just last month seven members left 
or gave up their offices, including the 
acting chief. So a new acting chief has 
assumed the position. 

The new acting chief, Chris Miller, 
reported to the city council that changes 
were being made to help repair any 
damage to the department's reputation 
and integrity. That included background 
checks which will be done on every 
member, drug testing is coming soon 
and better security measures to oversee 
their equipment and station. 

Miller's goal is to get more of the 
members certified, as only seven of the 
20 listed are certified. Many are getting 
close he said. He said he has been in 
touch with state officials to help restore 
the aid money that the department has 
not received since 2010, monies that 
could help purchase equipment. 

Basically he wants a better relation¬ 
ship with the city's leaders, the commu¬ 


nity and among the firefighters them¬ 
selves. It is a good and noble task. 

But the council also displayed a small 
glimmer of hope to overcome a por¬ 
tion of the economic nightmare that 
plagues each municipality. A push is on 
across the state and nation to consoli¬ 
date smaller communities and local gov¬ 
ernments. That would help to provide 
for better and more services since the 
monies would be combined. In Powell 
County one of the biggest beneficiaries 
of such a move would be the police 
departments. With Clay City struggling 
to have two officers who can only work 
40 hours a week because that is all the 
city can afford, coupled with a county 
and another city trying to make ends 
meet, a combination of the forces only 
makes sense. 

Many may think that to do such a 
thing would lead to an urban-county 
government set up and some do not like 
that idea. But if it made it possible to 
receive federal monies quicker or that 
costs of services would be fairly spread 
out to all residents instead of one area 
paying more than another or if it even 
made it possible to achieve the goals of 
providing the community with a better 
way of life -is that a bad thing? If there 
are doubts, start slow and begin with 
the police force. 

The Red River Wastewater Authority 
is a prime example of how "coopera¬ 
tion, coordination and service" can make 
anything possible. The council believes 
this and it is an idea that needs to be 
explored vigorously. Of course change 
is hard, but without it we would still 
be wondering if the world was flat. It is 
time to start planning for the future. 


Guest Column: Kids 'choose' to end bullying

A new youth-driven 
campaign aims to end 
bullying where it begins: 
with kids and the choices 
they make. 

“I Choose” (www. 
WhatDoYouChoose.org), 
available free to schools 
and communities, asks 
children and teens to 
adopt and embrace one of 
five words representing 
powerful social concepts: 
friendship, kindness, 
respect, compassion, love. 
In teacher-guided discus¬ 
sions, they analyze the 
meaning of their word 
and then strive to use 
it in daily interactions. 
When confronted with a 
choice involving peer rela¬ 
tionships, they’re asked 
to choose their word to 
put into action. 

A Lance Armstrong 
“Livestrong”-style brace¬ 
let imprinted with “I 
choose (their word)” 
serves as both a reminder 
and a message to others. 

“T Choose’ was devel¬ 
oped with the help of 
the youth community at 
Yoursphere.com (kids- 
only social networking 
site). We asked who they 
thought could end bul¬ 


lying and 98 percent of 
respondents said 'kids 
can,’ ” says Mary Kay 
Hoal, the website’s found¬ 
er and president. “When 
we asked about the choic¬ 
es they thought would be 
effective in helping them 
end bullying, they chose 
these five.” 

The education ini¬ 
tiative is the first for 
Yoursphere’s non-profit 
arm, The Yoursphere 
Media Foundation and 
Coalition for Internet 
Safety Education and 
Reform (FCISER). 

“Bullying is a global 
issue and cyber-bullying is 
at an all-time high,” says 
Hoal, an Internet safety 
expert. “Unfortunately, 
a lack of funding and 
awareness has left many 
schools and communities 
without a solid bullying 
education program.” 

School and community 
representatives can apply 
for a free Anti-Bullying 
Challenge Starter Kit at 
WhatDoYouChoose.org. 
They’ll receive an infor¬ 
mation packet, poster 
(“Bullying is a choice”) 
and the “I Choose” brace¬ 
lets. 

“After the initial imple¬ 
mentation of the chal¬ 
lenge, we tell teachers 
and youth group leaders 
to periodically follow up 


with their students to 
analyze the impact that 
the program is having in 
their life at school and at 
home”, Hoal says. “Have 
the students noticed 
a shift in the school or 
classroom culture? Did 
they stand up for someone 
they normally wouldn’t 
have? This follow-through 
can be very empower¬ 
ing because it not only 
reinforces the fact that 
their choices matter, but 
it proves to the students 
that they can have a real 
impact.” 

The need is made pain¬ 
fully clear at the what- 
doyouchoose website, 
where students can share 
stories and videos about 
their own experiences 
with bullying. 

Maddie, 15, remembers 
bullies starting to leave 
nasty notes in her locker 
and binder when she was 
in seventh grade. They 
called her “fat,’’“ugly,”“ 
worthless.” It got worse 
the following year, she 
writes. 

“I started to believe 
them. ... Sol stopped eat¬ 
ing, not completely but to 
the point where I would 
eat so little a day, I was 
very very light-headed 
and sick by the end of 
the school day. ...I started 
wearing more makeup 


than I already was wear¬ 
ing and I was just a mess,” 
she writes. 

“To try to forget about 
the hurt and pain those 
people caused me, I 
turned to cutting myself. 
Not a good idea. I never 
told my parents because 
they were in the middle 
of getting divorced.” 

Maddie’s doing better 
now, she writes, but the 
experience taught her 
how intensely painful and 
isolating life is for the vic¬ 
tims of bullies. 

Adults and children 
who’ve already chosen 
their words also have 
a place to share on the 
site. Nine-year-old Gladys 
chose kindness. 

“I choose Kindness 
because it’s like Love. 
Love shows up when 
Kindness comes around. 
So Kindness is like nice¬ 
ness and Love merged 
together,” she writes. 

“It’s also like Friendship. 
If you’re kind, people want 
to be your friend, right? ... 
It’s also like Respect. ... If 
you’re showing Respect, 
that is a sign of Kindness. 
And last, it’s Compassion. 
If you’re helping oth¬ 
ers, isn’t that showing 
Kindness? Friendship, 
Respect, Love, and 
Compassion, ALL started 
with Kindness.” 


It’s that kind of criti¬ 
cal thinking that helps 
children remember they 
have a choice - and that 
with their choices they 
have the power to change 
people, Hoal says. 

‘“I Choose’ is an impor¬ 
tant reminder to children 
that their choices do mat¬ 
ter,” Hoal says. “We want 
them to stop, think and 
remember.”

On June 12, the Powell 
County Fiscal Court 
held its regularly sched¬ 
uled court meeting. This 
month’s agenda was a rel¬ 
atively small one and the 
business was concluded 
in just over an hour. 

The first item on the 
agenda under new busi¬ 
ness was BERT. BERT 
stands for Bluegrass 
Emergency Response 
Team and is set up to 
assist eleven Kentucky 
counties in case of certain 
emergencies. The kinds 
of emergencies they pro¬ 
vide aid with are hazmat, 
rescue, disaster response, 
radiological, and mass 
casualty. 

Rumpke was next 
on the list. Stacey 
Chambers was the rep¬ 
resentative that came to 
make their proposal for 
continuing service for the 
county. Mrs. Chambers 
stated that they wanted 
to raise their residential 
fees by $1.08 and pay the 
county five percent (5%) 
on receipts instead of the 
flat fee they are now pay¬ 
ing. We thanked Mrs. 
Chambers for coming and 
told her that we would 
get back with her once 
we saw what other offers 
were made. 

After Rumpke, was 
employee updates. The 
only actions taken here 
was that the court 
approved two new part- 
time EMS workers and 
the employee start date of 
another was determined. 
With this being finished 
we moved on to the next 
item. 

The 2012-2013 budget 
was up for a second read¬ 
ing. The vote was taken 
and the budget passed 
unanimously. 

The only other action 
requiring a vote was 
to pass a resolution to 
enter into an agree¬ 
ment with the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
for County Road Aid. 

The Court was also 
given an update on proj¬ 


ects: 

1. Woody Ware Bridge- 
This bridge has now been 
completed and the next 
bridge to be replaced is on 
James Crowe Hollow. 

2. EOC (emergency 
operations center)-This 
project is now started and 
has an estimated com¬ 
pletion date of June 17, 
2013. 

3. Senior Center-We are 
now in the phase of con¬ 
tracting an architect to 
put together a proposed 
project. 

4. NRCS-One of the two 
projects we had received 
grant money for has been 
completed and the other 
is ongoing. 

5. Jail Refinancing-The 
RFP for this has been 
advertised and we will 
wait and see what options 
are available. 

6. Mapping/911- 
Computer updates have 
been made that has cor¬ 
rected many of the prob¬ 
lems we had been having. 

I would like to close 
with saying how excited 
I am with all the posi¬ 
tive things that have 
happened in our county 
over the last couple of 
months. This month we 
had our Pirate Baseball 
Team make it to the State 
Tournament and repre¬ 
sented our county in out¬ 
standing fashion. 

On June 15, 2012 the 
Red River Wastewater 
Authority had their rib¬ 
bon cutting ceremony. 
This event marks one of 
the most positive econom¬ 
ic development events to 
happen to our County in 
decades. 

We have also in the last 
month received four dif¬ 
ferent grants which have 
brought in over a $133,000 
into our county. These 
grants have allowed our 
police to get the mobile 
computers they needed, 
corrected flood issues, 
and to obtain new recy¬ 
cling equipment that will 
open new revenue doors. 
I sincerely believe that 
Powell County’s brightest 
days are still ahead and I 
am so excited to work for 
you in the quest for these 
days.

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School system uses summer to 
prepare for upcoming 
2012-2013 school year

With summer well 
underway for Powell 
County Schools the Powell 
County School Board is at 
work preparing for anoth¬ 
er year. Last Monday the 
School Board held their 
regular meeting. 

The meeting began with 
the discussion of bank¬ 
ing services beginning 
July 1, 2012. The board 
received one bid from 
Whitaker Bank and the 
board accepted the bid 
after reviewing and being 
presented with infor¬ 
mation from Whitaker 
Bank President Dwayne 
Meadows. 

Powell County 

Superintendent Mike Tate 
then went on to thank 
Whitaker Bank for their 
support in the schools 
by saying, “We appreci¬ 
ate Whitaker Bank and 
everything they do for 
the school system, being 
there for the schools and 
the kids, and you all are 
doing it for all the right 
reasons”. 

Next, the board 
approved the extra ser¬ 
vice, extended day, cer¬ 
tified, classified, athletic 
service and substitute 
teacher pay schedules 
for the 2012-2013 school 
year. Tate explained that 
they are similar to the 
past but they are review¬ 
ing other districts to look 
at their pay scales. But 
for now they plan to stay 


similar. 

He also explained that 
the athletic pay had a 
freeze on the plan to 
increase pay but they 
would revisit it next year. 
Board Member Marty 
Burton expressed that it 
was sad this had to be 
done after one of the best 
athletic years we have 
had in a while. Board 
Member Evelyn Faulkner 
stated that having talked 
to the coaches and seeing 
how understanding they 
were it was obvious that 
they exhibit what they 
teach the athletes and it 
shows what good coaches 
the system has. 

The board also approved 
pay for a district wide 
head nurse and one full 
time nurse. The head 
nurse will be on a con¬ 
tract with 15 extra days 
for training within the 
district and the full time 
nurse will be on a 185 day 
contract. 

Last were the superin¬ 
tendent comments. Tate 
expressed how proud he 
was of the Pirate baseball 
team, he said, “The young 
men made a tremendous 
showing at Whitaker 
Bank Ballpark.” He also 
informed the board of 
what an outstanding job 
Doris Mullins had done 
with the budget and how 
they were being very cau¬ 
tious with it. 

The meeting then went 
into closed session to dis¬ 
cuss the superintendent 
evaluation.

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Those pesky ants are everywhere

There's nothing better 
than coming home from 
vacation and finding ants 
all in and around your 
home. To most home- 
owners, ants all look the 
same, and we want them 
all out of the house. 

The truth is however, 
that there are dozens of 
types of ants in Kentucky 
that can invade your 
home, greenhouse and 
out buildings, just look¬ 
ing for a place to live and 
feed. Ants have been an 
exceptional nuisance this 
spring. 

The common mistake 
most of us make in com¬ 
bating ants is to get out a 
can of ant spray and kill 
all the ants we see. While 
granted this will kill the 
ones you hit, there are 
millions that you did not 
get to. 

What homeowners 
must do is find out where 
the ants are coming from 
and not only attack a 
few ants, but attack the 
entire colony, along with 
the queen. 

For the most part, kill¬ 
ing ants is a two-fold 
operation. First attack 
the nest with an ant 
bait. Most baits are sold 
to homeowners and are 
pre-packaged with an 


insecticide along with a 
sugar-type bait. Some 
of the most effective 
baits include Combat 
Quick Kill formula bait 
stations; Combat Ant 
Killing gel; Raid Ant bait 
II; and Terro Ant Killer. 
I am sure there are more 
which will work equally 
as well. 

Make sure to place bait 
stations indoors on coun¬ 
ter tops, near baseboards, 
anywhere you are com¬ 
monly seeing ant trails 
daily. Do not spray near 
these areas or even use 
heavy duty cleaners. 

Initially you should see 
an increase in the num¬ 
ber of ants in this area. 
Keep feeding the ants 
and leave them alone- 
for now they are actively 
feeding on an insecticide 
which they will take back 
to their colony. This in a 
few days will subside and 
you should see limited 
activity as the colony will 
decline. 

Along with bait sta¬ 
tions, ants are in large 
numbers around your 
home as well. It is not 
uncommon to empty out 
an old flower pot on the 
porch and find millions 
of ants working in and 
around that area. This 
could also be in a flower 
bed or anywhere in and 
around your home. 

When a below ground 
nest is discovered, the 
colony there can often be 
eliminated by spraying or 
drenching with an outdoor 
insecticide specifically 
designed to target ant col¬ 
onies. Some of these trade 
names include, but are 
not limited to the follow¬ 
ing: Spectracide Triazine, 
Ortho Home Defense 


Max, Bayer Advanced 
Lawn and Garden Multi- 
Insect Killer. You can 
spray or simply drench 
these areas and the ants 
will be gone. 

Another effective con¬ 
trol measure for outdoor 
ants are the granular 
baits such as Combat ant 
bait or Sevin granules. 
Sprinkle these granu¬ 
lar baits in and around 
where the ants are and 
they will not be there 
much longer. Spraying an 
entire outdoor area for 
ants, fleas or any other 
insect is not recommend¬ 
ed and is rarely effective 
with any insecticide for 
any insect. 

As with all insects that 
may work their way into 
your home, an extra spe¬ 
cial cleaning, making 
sure to rid all areas of 
any sweet or sticky mess¬ 
es will be necessary. All 
insects, especially ants, 
just love the counter top 
when you cut open those 
ripe tomatoes, watermel¬ 
ons and cantaloupes.

Market on Highway 213 
beside the Whitaker 
Bank and at the Red 
River Museum parking 
lot. Coupons cannot be 
used at any other loca¬ 
tion. 

If you are 60 years of 
age or over and meet these 
income requirements, 
then stop by the Powell 
County Extension Office 
and fill out the neces¬ 
sary paperwork to receive 
your coupons. Senior 
farmers market coupons 
are a win/win program 
for both our seniors and 
our farmers involved in 
our local market. Coupons 
are available for a limited 
time only and are given 
out on a first come/first 
serve basis.

all at once.” 

The bridge on Railroad 
Street was first noted as 
a possible hazard in 2002 
when it was found that 
water had eroded part of 
the ground below it. A 
wall was built to reinforce 
the bridge and the weight 
limit was dropped so that 
bus would be allowed to 
cross. The city did the 
work back then. Allen 
believes that the emer¬ 
gency funds the state uses 
to help repair bridges can 
also be used to help this 
time. 

As for the park project, 
Smith Brothers out bid 
Hinkle. The winning bid 
was for $36,329.08, while 
the only other bid was 
for $38,137.50. “Are the 
bids exactly alike, I mean 
as it foes for what needs 
to be done,” councilman 
Jerald Rogers asked. 
Allen advised the council 
that there had been a 
pre-bid conference at the 
park so all potential bid¬ 
ders would know exactly 
what had to be done. 

Due to the increase in 
the park's use and park¬ 
ing problems, the entrance 
has to be reconstructed. 
The other side of the 


park, near the small field 
will be opened up as well. 
“Just this summer alone, 
we have had over 1,700 
hundred paying custom¬ 
ers at the splash park,” 
councilman Tommy Mays 
told the council. “That's 
paying customers. That 
don't include the num¬ 
bers we had at the Out of 
School Bash last week.” 

The council continued 
to strike while the iron 
was hot. They approved 
a motion by Dixie 
Lockard and seconded 
by Margarita Arnett to 
advertise for bids to add a 
soccer field, another base¬ 
ball/softball field and a t- 
ball field. They also decid¬ 
ed to extend the hours at 
the splash park. The park 
will now be open 10 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. unless it has 
been rented out. 

In other actions: 

• The council also dis¬ 
cussed the nee for a new 
police station and a city 
hall. The council was in 
total agreement that the 
current police station is 
not big enough and is a 
health hazard due to the 
water that comes onto the 
station if there is a hard 
rain. Also that the officers 
do not have enough room 
to store evidence they feel 


is necessary. 

Allen told the council 
that some of the loans 
and payments the city is 
currently obligated for 
will lighten up over the 
next year. Financially 
the city could be ready to 
look into building a city 
hall/police department 
on the property they own 
near the fire department 
on Court Street. The city 
owns a couple of houses 
that are currently rented 
and the land the police 
station is on now, accord¬ 
ing to the discussion. 

The mayor believes 
that the city will be able 
to receive grants and 
loans for such a proj¬ 
ect. Council woman Pam 
McIntosh Tipton said she 
wished there was some¬ 
thing that could be done 
now to get the police out 
of the “unhealthy envi¬ 
ronment.” The city will 
look at possible short¬ 
term solutions to the 
situation until a more 
permanent solution can 
be found. 

• The council voted 
unanimously to name the 
Little League field after 
the late Larry Hughes. 
Hughes was a long¬ 
time coach in the Powell 
County Little League 
and was instrumental in 
helping the league get 
and play on the field.
